An Early Ironclad. 

Many people imagine that tbe first 
armored ship was the “iron cased frig- 
ate” Gloria, launched for the French 
navy in 1857, yet, according to the Pop- 
ular Science Mouthly, the Dutch built 
an armored vessel nearly 300 years ear- 
lier. That was in 1585, when Antwerp 
was besieged by tbe Spaniards. Tbe 
Dutch took one of their biggest ships, 
cut her down und erected on the deck 
a battery’ with urmored and sloping 
sides, wltbiu which they mounted eight 
of the heaviest guns tho factories of 
the day could produce. Tho roof of 
the battery formed an armored breast- 
work for men armed with vrossbows 
and shotguns, and there were gratings 
in the roof to provide ventilation for 
tho battery below. A contemporary 
picture of tbe Finis Belli, as she was 
called, bears u striking resemblance to 
the Merrlmac, which was designed and 
built on precisely the same principles.

Turkey Is In season now if ever, and 
is never more delicious than when 
stuffed with oysters. 

To make the dressing for a good 
sized turkey use three dozen oysters, a 
quart of breadcrumbs, table-spoonful of 
butter, same amount chopped parsley, 
sprig of thyme, bay leaf, three table 
spoonfuls of sage, salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Chop the liver and gizzard of the tur- 
key and brown In tbe trying pan, mix- 
ing with chopped onions, then add the 
other chopped herbs and the sage and 
other seasoning. Mix well, adding the 
butter and stir, adding a pint or so of 
the oyster water, und as the mixture 
Is reduced add the oysters. Stir for 
three or four minutes and then add to 
the turkey.

C w fctti l Vary Successfully by Super- 
iateudent Eldridge. 

The Overseen of the Poor made 
their annual inspection of the Town 
Farm on Monday, and the Town 
Auditors were there to take their an- 
nual inventory. Everything was 
found in excellent condition, and it 
is doubtful if any town in Massa- 
chusetts has a better almshouse. For 
five years Mr. and Mrs. J. W. El- 
dridge have been in charge, and they 
have conducted it strictly on a busi- 
ness basis. Although last year was 
an unfavorable one for crops, they 
raised enough potatoes and cabbage 
to carry the farm through the winter, 
and also three tons of beets for the 
cows, and the barn is full of hay. 
Each year over an acre of land is 
added to tillage by the inmates, and 
the past year the inmates have built 
a large ben house of which they may 
well be proud. Mr. and Mrs. El- 
dridge are also good to the inmates, 
and only good reports cenie from the 
institution. 

TOWN BUSINESS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Selectmen was held thiB week on 
Tuesday, the only absentee being 
Ralph P. Burrell.

The Electrolytic Method Remove# Tar- 

nieh, the Effect of Sulphur or Rub- 
ber, and at the Seme Time It Deco 

Not Wear Away the Subetenea. 

(Prepared by United Statee department of 
agriculture.] 

In the cleaning method recommend- 
ed the neecssnry materials are a gran- 
ttewnre cooking utensil deep enough 
to allow the ellverware to be covered 
by the solution, a clean piece of ala- 
min uni or tine, preferably the former, 
and baking or waahtng soda. The eo- 
lation, consisting of a teaspoonful of 
baking or washing sexja and a like 
amount of table salt to etch quart of 
water, la brought to a boll In a grau- 
lteware or enameled utensil. A sheet 
of aluminum or clean line is dropped 
in. The tarnished silverware la then 
Immersed In the solution so that It la 
In contact with the aheet of aluminum 
or zinc. The tarnish should dlsappeor 
In a few seconds. The silver object 
should then be removed from the so- 
lution, rinsed and dried with a soft 
cloth. 

Aluminum is much more satisfactory 
than zinc for use In this cleaning proc- 
ess Blnce It does not become costed 
with a layer of carbonates, which 
Interfere with the 'chemical reaction. 
Zinc does form carbonates and If used 
must be cleaned frequently In dilute 
hydrochloric acid. A small sbeet of 
aluminum may be purchased especial- 
ly for silver cleaning purposes, or a 
piece of an old aluminum utensil well 
cleaned may be used. Utensils which 
would later be used In cooking opera- 
tion should never be employed in clean- 
ing silverware by the electrolytic meth- 
od. If very Inrge pieces of silver are 
to be cleaned and a container Is re- 
quired larger than can be placed con- 
veniently on the stove the hot solution 
may be poured Into such a vessel and 
the silver object then Immersed. The 
method Is most effective, however, 
when the solution bolls during the 
cleaning process, and efficiency is rap- 
idly lowered as the temperature of the 
solution falls below the boiling point. 

The electrolytic method gives the 
cleaned sliver a satiny finish after sev- 
eral cleanings. If a burnished surface 
is desired the Bllver must from time 
to time be polished lightly with some 
abrasive polishing material, such as 
powdered whiting.

Deadly Raindrops. 

The fiercest bombardment conceiva- 
ble would not bo nearly so destructive 
to hnman life as an ordinary abower 
If It were nRt for tbe protective cover- 
ing of onr atmosphere. We live, move 
and have our being at tbe bottom of an 
air room forty miles or more deep. 
Therefore we are safe not only from 
falling raindrops, but from meteorites 
and other wandering bodies from out- 
er apace. But, supposing that It were 
poaetble for human beings to exist In 
an atmoephere that rose only to a few 
fedt above their heada and that atorm 
clonda could form In tbe region out- 
aide such a low grade atmosphere, then 
every raindrop would prove ae fatal to 
earthly creatures as If It were a ateel 
bullet fired from a dynamite gun. As 
It le, however, the resistance of onr at- 
mosphere eo materially reduces the 
rate at which the raindrops fall that 
they are harmless, though wqre It not 
for the hindrance they encounter from 
the air each drop would fall with a ve- 
locity great enough to penetrate tbe 
full length of • grown man's body. 

Animal Thieves. 

Stealing ts by no meant rare among 
the furred and feathered creation, and 
many animals apparently band togeth- 
er for no other reason than criminal 
purpose*. 

Baboons always steal In bands. 
When they wish to rob an orchard 
they do it In a very systematic man- 
ner.

Floor of the Ocean. 

It Is believed that to nn enormous 
extent the bed of tbe ocean Is covered 
with lava and pumice stone. Still 
more remarkable Is It to find the floor 
of the ocean covered In many parts 
with the dust of meteorites. These 
bodies whirl about In the heavens like 
miniature comets and are for the most 
part broken Into Innumerable frag- 
ments. We are all familiar with these 
heavenly vlsltanta as shooting stars, 
but It has been only lately discovered 
that this cosmic dust forms layers at 
the bottom of the deepest seas. Be- 
tween Honolulu and Tahiti, at a depth 
of 2,850 fathoms— over two miles and 
a half— a vast layer of this material 
exists. Falling upon land, this Impal- 
pable dust is indistinguishable; but. 
accumulating for centuries In tbe sea 
dtpths, It forms a wondrous story of 
thb continuous bombardment of thto 
phnet by cometary bodies. 


Treea and Wind. 

e effect of wind upon trees Is pow- 
erfto. Even the presence or absence 
of fbrests may be determined by tbe 
chancter of tbe prevailing wind or 
the Conditions that modify It. The 
wlndlacts as a drying agent, giving n 
speclll aspect to many plants. When 
It Is almost always from the same 
quart r the plants show greater devel- 
opment upon one side. Trees are small- 
er on the windward edges of forests, 
and tranks and branches are bent to 
leewajd. Tbe deformations are most 
marked near the sea or in flat regions. 
The cherry, plum, walnut, black pop- 
lar, aih and certain pines are very 
sensitive to tbe wind, but mountain 
pines tnd certain firs offer great pow- 
ers of resistance, and these are rec- 
ommended for reforesting wind swept 
landa

Little Other Basinets Before Selectmen 
This Week. 


President Wright of the Board of 
Trade has received propositions from 
two industries that would like to se- 
cure locations in Weymouth, which 
he laid before the members at the 
regular meeting on Wednesday even- 
ing at the Clapp Memorial Building. 
At the outset he scored the members 
and committees because they did not 
take more interest in the Board of 
Trade. He said lie called a meeting 
of the committee ou new industries 
for this evening and not a member 
was on hand. He could not accom- 
plish anything unless he had co-op- 
eration. One proposition was from 
a machine company which was pre- 
pared to erect a binding about 50x100 
but was seeking a favorable location 
near the railroad. The other was 
from a felt manufacturer, who would 
lease a building with power, with op- 
tion of purchase. A representative of 
one of the companies was present and 
said 15 to 20 would be employed at 
the outset. Would like information 
as to tax rate, water rate, electric 
power rate, etc. 

President Wright said he had sug- 
gested a two-acre lot on Railroad 
street at South Weymouth.

Town Clerk’s Office, 
Weymouth, Jan. 8, 1917. 

Attention Is called to the following law 
in relation of births which was passed by 
the Legislature of 1912.

[Chap. 280, Acts ok 1912] 

AN ACT RKLATIVR TO REPORTS AND RH- 
CORDS OF BIRTHS. 

Be it enacted, etc., aa follows : 

Skction L Physicians and midwives 
shall, wlih^j forty-eight hours after the 
birth of every Child In cases of which they 
were In charge, mall or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the city or town In 
which the birth occurred, a notice stating 
the date and place of the birth, giving the 
street and number, if any, the number of 
a ward In a city and the family name. 
Failure to mall or deliver the said notice 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The 
notice required by this section need not 
be given if the notice required by the fol- 
lowing section Is given within forty-eight 
hours after the birth occurs. 

Skction 2. Physicians and midwives 
shall make and keep a record of the birth 
of every child In cases of which they are 
In charge and shall, within fifteen days 
after the birth, mall or deliver to the 
clerk or reglstar of the city or town In 
which the birth occurred, a report of the 
birth, stating the date and place, the name 
if any, of the child, Its sex]and color, and 
the names, ages, places of birth, occupa- 
tions and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, If there be any and the 
number of the ward in a city, the maiden 
name of the mother, and whether or not 
the physician or midwife signing the birth 
return personally attended the birth. If 
the child Is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not 
he stated except at the request iu writing 
of both the father and mother filed with 
the return. The record to be kept by the 
physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby requir- 
ed to be reported to the city or town 
clerk. The fee of the physician or mid- 
iwife shall be twenty-five cents for every 
birth so reported, which shall be paid by 
the city or town where the report Is made 
upon presentation to the city or town ! 
treasurer of a certificate from the city or 
town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. The re- 
port required to be made by this section 
s In addition to the report required to be 
made by the preceding section, and as 
above provided, If made within forty- 
eight hours of the birth, the report re- 
quired by the preceding section shall not 
be required. A physician or midwife 
who neglects to make and keep the record 
hereby required, or w ho neglects to re- 
port In the manner specified above, each 
hirlb within fifteen days thereafter shall 
for each offence forfeit a sum not exdeed- 
*ng twenty-five dollars. The city or town I 
clerk or registrar shall file daily w itb the ! 
local board of health a list of all births 
reported to lilm, giving the following 
facts : date of birth, sex, color, family- 
name, residence, ward, physician or mid- 
wife-

OUR FIRST FIRE ENGINE 


Lines Sang at Dedication of Waitagtoa 
Engine Heme. 

Editor Weympnth Gaxetic: 

In looking over some old papers recent- 
ly I found some verses that were sung at 
the dedication of a fire engine house at 
North Weymouth 78 years ago. It Is not 
probable that any one Is now living who 
heard the original rendering hut Ihlnkiug 
the lines may be of Interest to some of 
your readers of later generations, I en- 
close a copy. 

The " Washington" was owned by the 
North Weymouth Fire District and was 
first located on the northerly aide of 
Bridge street, near where the residence of 
the late Stillman Cushing now stands and 
the first fire engine in Weymouth. After- 
ward the house and engine were removed 
to Burying Hill and stood on the westerly 
aide of North street, nearly opposite the 
driveway to the Soldiers Monument. 

The writer remembers seeing It there 
in 1867 but about that time the old ma- 
chine was sold for jnnk and the house 
came into the possession of James Jones, 
who removed It to Church street, near Its 
juncture with Commercial street, and 
used it for a barn. It burned about 1880. 

The foreman referred to waa the late 
Henry Newton. Mr. Newton, even at 
that time, was a "veteran” fireman, hav- 
ing been foreman of the “Independence” 
of Neponaet during hla residence at that 
place a few years before. He was prob- 
ably the only member of the company 
who had had experience with fire engines. 
The clerk “who goes In the rear'' waa 
George Washington Cleverly, whoi waa 
also the author of the verses.

ested. It is a little note-book of the 
famous Weymouth divine, Rev. Wil- 
liam Smith, kept by him in the sum- 
mer of 1768, with the headings for 
his discourses. Parson Smith, so his- 
tory says, was recovering from a se- 
rious illness about this time, and 
therefore arranged for help at some 
of the services, for which he obtained 
the no less famous Parson Gay of 
Hinghatn. The old hand-made pa- 
per and bit of linen twine are brown 
with age, but the writing is clear and 
easily recognizable by those who 
know old manuscripts. 

His sermon of July 17th was on 
the passage in Acts, 3rd, chapter 
22nd and 23rd verses, on which he 
expounded and explained as inculca- 
ting and teaching the various duties 
as set forth by St. Peter as necessary 
to become a Christian. It is not diffi- 
cult to bring up the picture of Parson 
Smith in his wig, surplice and hands, 
with the hour glass on the pulpit, 
droning through the long two hours 
of a hot July morning, while the 
patient Weymouth folk did their best 
to keep their eyes from closing and 
the younger fry twisted and sighed 
upon the hard seats and longed to he 
out in the air with the birds carolling 
in the waving tree tops. The two 
following discourses were upon “The 
Woman finding the Piece of Silver”, 
and upon that inevitable subject of 
the time the “Conversion and Repen- 
tance of Sinners and the ADgry 
God”. 

Parson Smith was a preacher noted 
all over the colonics, but it is as the 
father of Abigail Adams, wife of 
John Adams, that he is especially re- 
garded. Abigail Smith was born is 
Weymouth, and married Mr. Adams 
two years before her father preached 
from the notes now at hand. It is 
said that there was considerable Op- 
position in the parish toward the mar- 
riage, f.a the young man aspired too 
high in asking to mate with the niin- 
ister’s daughter. Parson Smith! it 
appears, had a rare sense of humor, 
and w^etulu^mAtriag^ vaa dfiflnjUfc 


Allen Arnold, four sons. Henry K., 
George A., Louis W. and John K., 
and one daughter, Mrs. Ebcn Pres- 
cott. There are also grandchildren 
and grcat-grandchildfen, and a sister, 
Mrs. Sarah A. Faulkner of Montello. 

Mr. Arnold was a maiket gardener, 
and had associated -with him his three 
sons, Henry, George and John. He 
had nearly one hundred acres of land 
under cultivation, cleared from rough, 
rocky land to rich soil. Four mam- 
moth grecuhouseB were also in use, 
growing principally tomatoes, cucum- 
bers and lettuce. 

He had served the town of Brnin- 
trec as selectman, highway surveyor 
and asBeseor on the board with the 
late Ansel O. Clark and Kbcn Denton. 

For several years in early life he 
taught school and later served on the 
school committee. His opinions were 
sound and often sought. When he 
took the floor at town meeting lie 
commanded respect and attention. 

Mr. Arnold and his fatpily wore 
Univcrsalists and before there was a 
liberal church in Braintree they at- 
tended the Universalist church in 
Weymouth. Later Mr. Arnold wns 
president of the Universalist church 
at Braintree, which united with the 
Unitarians as All Souls’ church. lie 
was prominent in Braintree and will 
be greatly missed by the townspeople 
where all liis life was spent, except 
for a short time when lie lived in 
Mason Village, N. II. and South 
Quincy. 

Funeral services were held from 
his late home Sunday afternoon and 
were largely attended by prominent 
townspeople, relatives and friend/, 
Rev. Dr. Bisbcc., editor of the Uutver- 
salisl Leader, was j’ j officiating 
clergyman, and 'a.i a poem by Wil- 
HujU Cullen Bryant.

Is Ilulstcin was found lying dead In 
his library, upon the floor.

Failure to mall or deliver the said notice 
shall be punished by a flue not exceeding 
twenty-live dollars for each offence.

On the whole he thought that there 
were enough of the former to offset tho 
latter, hut, in his opinion, pensions for 
former presidents were a necessity, 
since under our republican plan they 
could not shut their doors and refuse 
hospitality to this sentimental horde 
without discredit to the country.— Hel- 
en Nicolay In Century Magazine.

It is composed of a cavalcade 
of horsemen, all in tho costume of tho 
ancient Sardinian militia, escorting tho 
Image of the saint, u’bicli Is preceded 
by musicians, playing the launeddus, 
an instrument made of three or tour 
reeds of different lengths and resem- 
bling the pipe of ancient times.— Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine.

“The firm is one thnt manufactures 
a high class of shoes and it is under- 
stood that it does not propose to give 
up its factory in Kast Weymouth, 
the Quincy building being simply an 
additional plant." 

Possibly Alden, Walker aV Wilde 
do not at present contemplate vacat- 
ing their factory at Kast Weymouth, 
but at best it would be only a branch 
of the Quincy business if the firm be- 
comes established in that city. 

Weymouth’s banks and the Wey- 
moitli Board of Trade and our Im- i 
provement Societies should find out 
jusj what Alden, Walker & Wilde 
wait. See if the firm has any 
grizvanee. and see what can be done 
to retain ALL the business of the 
firm'. If necessary Weymouth capital 
should erect a factory. Let it be 
known right away that this is “Live 
iVeymoulb."

No Chance For Profit In Them Under 
Present Testa, Grace Saye — Possible 
Explanation of the Price* Made by an 
English Firm Which Bids Undar All 
American Manufacturers. 

Slinking recently before the Terra- 
pin Club of Philadelphia, Eugene Q. 
Grace, President of the Bethlehem 
Stce' Company, said In part: 

In a |>eenlinr sense Bethlehem Steel 
Berves the American people. 

For example, though we have been 
able to obtain In Europe almost any 
price, we have adhered, In our charges 
to the United States Government, to 
the basis of prices estnhllshed before 
the war began. 

Wengreed — If the Government would 
abandon Its plans for a Federal plant — 
to make armor for our Navy at any 
price the Government ittclf might ron- 
aider fair. 

Our ordnance plnnts nre at the dis- 
posal of the nation nt a fair operating 
cost, plus a small margin, thus snvlng 
the Government Investment nnd de- 
preciation. 

One of the special needs of the new 
navy is sixteen-inch guns — guns sixty 
feet long and capable of hurtlim a 
2(H><) pound shell with such power and 
accuracy ns to lilt n 50 foot square tar- 
get fifteen miles away. 

We have undertaken voluntarily to 
construct, nt a cost of $-1,500,00), a 
plant fitted to build sixteen-incli grns. 

Under no conceivable circumstances 
can orders which we may receive for 
this plant pay even n fair return on 
the Investment. 

Considerable comment has been made 
upon the fact that a British mannfac- 
turer recently hid less than American 
manufacturers for sixteen mid tour- 
teen-inch shells for the navy. 

1 am imnhle to state the basis tpon 
which the English bid was made. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
this bid was for a specific shell, sam- 
ples of which nre being sent over for 
test— a test not yet made. 

Two years ago we took an order for 
2400 fourteen-inch armor-plerclng shells 
at a contract price of $708,000, to lie 
delivered within a certain time or we 
had to pay a large penalty. 

The only specifications for making 
these shells nre that they shall be 
of a certain size nnd must pierce 
armor-plate at a certain velocity on Im- 
pact It U Impossible to foretell the 
exact conditions of the tests. 

We had made large quantities of shells 
In the past which had been accepted. 
But In plnctng this particular order the 
Department altered the angle at which 
the tested shells must pierce armor- 
plate. The result, however, has been 
absolute inability on our part to pro- 
duce In any qunntity, shells which will 
meet these novel tests. In fact, we 
know of no process of projectile-mak- 
ing through w hich It Ls possible to pro- 
duce in quantities sneiis which will 
conform to the requirements. 

The result is that up to now on that 
contract of $7(18,000, we have put into 
actual operating expense $117,881.. and 
have been penalized for non-delivery 
$405,744., a total of $013,025., with no 
receipts whatever. 

Such wns the experience In the light 
of which we were called upon recent- 
ly to bid for sixteen-inch shells. 

We hid on these shells at approxi- 
mately the same rate per pound ns 
that of n fourteen-inch shell contract 
of one year ago upon which the Gov- 
ernment awarded contracts. 

We have not the slightest Idea what 
profit there will he in the muklng of 
these shells. We do not know that 
there will he any. There Is no certain- 
ty thut It would he possible for us to 
deliver a shell to meet the test. 

For olllccrs In the Navy to assume 
that any hid made under such condi- 
tions is "exorbitant" is utterly unfair 

We hid on the new battle-cruisers 
sums which Navy deportment experts, 
after examination of our hooks, found 
would yield a profit of less than ten 
per cent. We agreed to assume risks 
for increased costs of materials and la- 
bor. that made It possible that these 
contracts might yield no profit what- 
ever. 

The costs run beyond the utuount ap- 
propriated by Congress on the basis of 
the co>t estimates made a year ago 
And because shipbuilders could not 
liter the inexorable cost fu ts end re 
luce hUN to early estimates of the 
Vnv v I >ci ailment, tile prices are colled 
"exorbitant."
